THE USUAL MODES? 

SAN Francisco, June 12 
dispatch from Gen. Crook wap received at 
military headquarters this noon: 

SILVER Creek, Ariz., twel¥e miles north 
ot the boundary, via TomusTowE, June 12.— 
I left here May 1 with 198 Apaché scouts 
under Crawford. 1 got Wood and Mackey, 
with Chaffee’s company, and forty-two men 
ef the Sixth Cavalry. for two 
months were earried on miles. We fol- 
lowed the hostiles through Chiracahuas, 
a country of indescribable foughness. A 
number of the mules lost their 
footing, stepping. from trail, fell 
down precipices, and were killed. The 
stronghold of the Chiracah was in the 
very heart ot the Sierra Mad The posi- 
tion was finely watered, with akiense growth 
of timber and plenty of ar They had 
been camped for miles about pear the head 
of Bavispe, occupying pro ut elevated 
peaks, affording a fine look 
rendering a surprise almost itpossible, and 
making their retreat secure h the rough 
adjacent cafions. 

Capt. Crawford, with the 
early in the morning of May 1 
Village of Chato, the Chief 
cent raid into Arizona and 
The fight lasted all day. village was.

lith they began to surrender. They said 
their people were much frightened by our 
sudden appearance in their fastnesses, and 
bad scattered like quail. They asked me to 
remain until they could gather all the bands 
together, when they would go back to the 
reservation. By the terms of the treaty my 
operations were limited to the time 
of the fight. I told the Chiracahuas 
to gather up their women and chi- 
dren without delay. They answered that they 
could not get them to respond to signals, the 
fugitives fearing that they might be set by 
our Apaché scouts to entrap them. They 
told us they had a white boy, who was in the 
village jumped by our scouts. He had run 
off with the squaws who escaped, and who 
had not yet been heard from. They assured 
me every one of the band should come in if I 
would remain a short time. 

The terms of the treaty embarrassed me 
greatly, and being in that rough region, with 
rations rapidly disappearing, there bein be- 
tween 300 and 400 Chiricahuas to feed, I was 
compelled to return with the Chiricahuas. 
We found six Mexican captives, five women 
and one child, taken from Chihuahua early 
in May. They are now with the command. 
These women say they were. captured near 
the Mexican Central Railroad, at a place 
called Carmen. They further state that 
when the Chiricahuas discovered that the 
Apaché scouts were in the country 
they became greatly alarmed and abandoned 
on the trail the 300 head of cattle they were 
driving away from points in Western Chi- 
huahua. The cattle were afterwards picked 
up and driven off by a body of Mexieans. 
We marched back as rapidly as the condition 
of the stock and the strength of the 
women and children would permit. We 
found the country depopulated for a 
distance of 100 miles from the Apaché 
stronghold. The Chiricahuahs insist that 
they have always lived in the Sierra Madre, 
and that even when the main body went on 
the reservation some remained behind in 
the mountains. | 

Of those who now went out there are 4 
number who state that they have never been 
on the reservation. i have strong hopes of 
being able to clean the mountains 
at last. Among those now with us 
are Loco and Nana, 80 often 


reported killed, and the families of other 


prominent Chiefs. I saw no Mexican troops, 
and after leaving the settleménts in North- 
east Sonora did not see a Mexican other 
than the captives rescued. I have such as- 
gurances from the Indians that the white 
boy will be brought back alive that lem 
looking for him every moment, and will in- 
form you by courier.

From 
couriers direct from Crook’s command your 
correspondent obtained the first information 
from him. Gen. Crook arrived with ‘his 
command at Silver Creek at 1 o’clock yester- 
day morning. He brings with him as prison- 
ers 435 hostile Chiricahuas, consisting of 
men, women, and children. Prisoners are 
being brought in hourly. Crook has captured 
almost every host ile Indian in Mexico. After 
Capt. Crawfofd’s fight with them the 20th of 
last month, in which he slaughtered a large 
number of them, they seemed to be complete- 
ly cowed and subdued. , .

PRAISZ FOR THE SCOUTS. 

It would have been utterly impossible to 
have subdued the hostiles without the 
scouts. They acted loyally and true through- 
out the campaign, and too much credit can- 
not be given to Capt. Crawford for his man- 
agement of his scouts. No other officerthan 
Crook would have had the hardihood to 
venture on a foreign soil with no es or 
resources but his own, with but à handful of 
soldiers and 200 Indians to subdue hostiles 
but little more treacherous than his own 
scouts, but the result bas demonstrated that 
Crook has carefully studied the Indian char- 
acteristics and disposition, and has sustained 
his reputation as the greatest Indian fighter 
in the West. 0 

TR INDIAN QUESTION SETTLED. . 

This ends forever the Indian question in 
Arizona. There is not a Corporal’s guard 
left in Mexico of hostile Indians, and none 
at all in Arizona. The order for stores 
which your correspondent telegraphed you 
yesterday would go forward has-been coun- 
termanded and teams ordered to remain 
awaiting Crook's arrival here. To the citi-. 
zens of Arizona Cpook’s suceess is particu- 
larly gratifying, as to him they looked for 
relief from these yearly recurring raids of 
the hostiles, and the country was almost a 
terra incognito to capitalists, owing to the 
insecurity of life and property from these 
raids. ' 

FORT BOWIE GATHERINGS. 

Tucson, A. I., June 12.—{Special.|—Fort 
Bowie special advices received this morning 
state that Gen. Crook’s command returned to 
the line yesterday, bringing with him 400 
Chiricahua prisoners, including Chiefs Ger- 
onimo, Loco, Chato, Benito, Natchez, and 
Chino, and in fact all the nostile Chiricahuas, 
They expect Juh, who with his. family and 
one buck had a quarrel with the balance of 
the Chiricabugs and left them four months 
ago, and has not been with them since. After 
crossing the line and penetrating the Sierra 
Madres the lith of May Gen. Crook sent 
Capt. Crawford, of the Third Cavalry, in com- 
mand of 150 Indian scouts, and Al Seiber 
in advance. Crawford, after a rapid and dif. 
ficult search for five days, found the hostiles’ 
camp and attacked it at once, May 15, killing 
ten hostiles and wounding many more, and 
capturing the entire camp outfits and provis- 
ious. At this time many of the hostile bucks 
were on a raid in Mexico. Two days after- 
ward the hostiles opened negotiations for the 
surrender of all their band, Which was ac- 
complished. Four Mexican women and one 
child were taken from the hostiles by Gen. 
€rook, and are now with the command. The 
fightof May 15 took place 1% miles south of 
the line, on a tributary of the Bavisye Kiver, 
in Sonora.

THE GOVERNMENT AND A BSUBSIDIZED CANAL, 

Wasuinoroy#, D. C., J une 12.—[Special, |— 
There are few documents whieh better ilius- 
trate the folly of Government subsidies than 
a letter written by Judge Edmunds, Presi- 
dent of the Board of District Commissioners, - 
to the Secretary of the Treasury. Many years 
ago the Government yoted a large amount of 
money to aid in the construction of the 
Chesapeake & Ohio Canal. One of the con- 
ditions of the grant was that the Government 
should be represented in the management, 
and should have its interests protected. The 
United States has an 
$1,250,000 in the stock, the agere 
gate amount of whieh is $3,000,000, 
There has been a tendency on the part of 
what, perhaps, may be called the Maryland 
ring, which controls the stock, to freeze the 
Government out, and Judge Edmunds in 
very vigorous terms complains to the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury of unfair treatment at 
the last annual 1 He says that the 
State of Maryland tre the District of 
Columbia and the Gehe overnment ver 
unfairly; that the canal property, iu whic 
the United States is a third owner, is dete- 
riorating; and that its finances are iu 
bad . condition. The holders of one- 
third of the stock, said Judge 
Edmunds, can have no representation upon 
Board, ‘They are required to give up 
their own wishes and to be wholly sub- 
servient to those who cast the vote for Mary- 
land. The right of a minority is simply to 
obey orders, says Commissioner Edmunds. 
The expenses of the canal company were 
$40,000 last year above its receipts, while its 
rival, the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad, which 
has ‘great natura! disadvantages between the 
competing points, is prosperous. The canal 
management has for many years been com- 
plicated with politics in Maryland.

A LEGAL QUIBBLE AGAINST THE, NEW 
LICENSE LAW. 

~ Now that the State law fixing the minimum 
license fees for saloons is almost an accom- 
plished fact, those who have opposed it for 
narrow, selfish reasons—the dramsellers, 
their attorneys, and their representatives in 
public oifice—are suggesting means for de- 
‘feating its operation. Two plans have been 
brought forward: The one proposes to con- 
test the constitutionality of the act in the 
courts; the other suggests the evasion of the 
law through the process of nullification by 
the Mayor and Common Council. Neither of 
these expedients will succeed. 

Ex-Clerk Lieb, who is Just now in the water 
business and ought to let the whisky busi- 
ness alone, has pushed himself to the front 
as & great constitutionul lawyer, and has un- 
dertaken to demonstrate the invalidity of the 
néw law. His point, briefly stated, is this: 
The Constitution authorizes the General As- 
sembly to license certain pursuits, among 
which the liquor traflic is included, but stiv- 
ulates that it shall be by general law, uni- 
form as to the class upon which it operates. 
Lieb maintains that dramshops constitute 
one class, because they have been treated 
as such in previous statutes, and that hence 
the new act is a violation of the principle of 
uniformity by assessing the beer-venders at 
a lower figure than the whisky and wine 
venders. ° ’ 

This theory would imply that when the 
Legislature bas once fixed a certain blass, as 
dramshops, it has exhausted its powers to 
divide up that class upon uniform principles, 
Such a view of legislative power is so nar 
row as to be ridiculous: No matter how 
saloonkeepers may have been classified in 
previous laws, .the new act treats them as 
composed of two separate classes—viz, : 


| those who sell malt intoxicants alone and 


those who sell spirits and vinous liquors as 
well as beer or to the exelusion of beer: It 
then vroceeds to license these two classes on 
a uniform basis as réquired by the Constitu- 


tion. 

Phe title of the act deseribes sufficiently 
thé purpose in this respect. It reads: A 
bill for au act to restrict the powers of coun- 
ties, cities, towns, and villages in licensing 
dramshops, to provide for granting a license 
to retail malt liquors separately, and for 
‘punishing persons holding such separate 
license for unlawful sales and gifts.” 

The distinction between whisky and beer, 


| thus recognized in the law, is not merely im- 


aginary or statutory; it isa tangible fact. 
There is frdgn six to ten times as much alco- 
hol in spirits as there is in beer, and from 
two to four times as much in wines. It is the 
qaleohol in the fluid which makes men drink 
it and works injary to health, morals, and 
public safety, Consequently the classifica- 
tion followed in the new law is based upon 
reason and chemical analysis. In other 
words, the distinction is net foreed in order 
to favor one portion of a certain class, but in 
| to Make One class pay a certain fee and

There is no compulsion to 
follow the classification made by the law nor 
to adopt the figures which the law fixes as a 
minimum. All the law enjoins is that malt- 
vending saloons shail net be licensed at less 
than $150 a year, nor whisky-saluon’ at less 
than $500; every County Board, ‘Town Trust- 
ees and City Council can go as much higher 
in either case, or in both, as the sentiment of 
the community demands.

. GEN. CROOK'S VICTORY. 

Gen. Crook’s five weeks’ campaign against 
the Apachés has closed with a brilliant sue- 
cess, and the old Indian fighter adds another 
victory to his long list. It will add to the 
general congratulation that it has been 
achieved with little or no loss, though al- 
most the entire hostile camp ts in his pos- 
session. To appreciate the significance of 
his victory, it is necessary to recapitulate 
some ot the more Important events leading 
up to it. ‘ 

Gen. Crook was assigned to the Depart- 
ment of Arizona and given an increased 
force that he might deal with the Apachéa, 
who had been making almost constant raids 
ip Arizona and New Mexico and escaping 
pursuit by crossing the line into Mexico. An 
agreement was made between the two coun- 
tries by whtch the troops of either country 
might pursue them across the borders. 
Meanwhile’ the horrible murder of Judge 
McComas’ family precipitated matterg. Gen. 
Crook consulted with the Mexican authori- 
tea, and they agreed to act in concert with 


him for the capture of the murderous sav- 


ages, who, as usual, had slipped across the 
Arizona frontier. Gen. Crook’sforee con- 
sisted of two regiments of cavalry, one regi- 
ment of infantry, and 200 Indian scouts, 
while the Mexicans, under Gens. Topete and 
Guerra, codperating with him, numbered 
about 1,500 men. His general plan of the 
campaign was to make forced marches, drive 
the Apachés into the fastnesses of the Sierra 
Madres, separating Sonora and Chihuahua, 
and capture or force them south inte the 
hands of the Mexicans, where they would be 
surrounded, 


He established his base of supplies at 


Guadalupe Canon, on the extreme southeast- 
ern corner of the line between Arizona and 
Mexico, and the ist of May he crossed the 

frontier and was in the Sierra Madre Mount- 
ains, the Apachés far in his advance. On 
the 5th he was at Bavispe, in Sonora, his 
general line Of march being about southeast 
and towards Chihuahua, where the Mexican 
forces were located. Shortly after he was 
heard from at Guaynacope, a mining town. 
on the western slope of the Sierras, where 
he encountered a considerable force of In- 
dians, killing severa! of them and driving the 
remainder before him. He took their trail 
and followed them into the very heart of the 
Sierras to their stronghold, and surprised 
their camps, which he captured, without 
losing a man, the 17th of May. The reports 
of the affair are too confused to permita 
clear understanding of it. What is certain, 

however, is Crook’s safe arrival in Arizona 
with 383 prisoners. among them six Chiefs and 
a great amount of valuable plunder which the 
Indians had stolen during their raids. Some 
of the hostilés who Were not at the camp at 
the time of capture are still at large under: 
the Chiefs Juh and Geronimo, but if they do 

not come in Crook has forces enough at Iris 

cOmmand to compel them to do so. They 

may make some trouble yet in Arizona and 

New Mexico, but their capture is only a 
question of time. 

Gen. Crook’s victory has ended the war. 
It is a blow from which-the Apachés cannot 
recover, and it is more than likely that Juh’s 
band will come in and make terms rather 
than encounter the old fighter.» His whole 
campaign has been an extremely brilliant 
one, though not characterized by much fight- 
ing. It has deen rather the keen, quick 


chase of the sleuthhound on their tracks, 


moving swiftly and steadily after them and 
never misied by any of the tricks of Indian 
strategy. Thoroughly acquainted with In- 
dians and their habits, he Isa better Indian 
warrior than any of mem. He only crossed 
: and yet 
the 17th the Indians were his pris- 
oners. To accomplish this -result he 
had marehed 200 miles along the slopes of 
the Sierras and then boldly plunged into 
their fastnesses, nfarching fifty miles through 
the roughest country “that mortal ever 
trod,” as his scouts say. Great credit be- 
lotigs to the old soldier and to his gallant 
troops, Who, the whole country will be glad 
to know, are back in Arizona again in splen- 
did trim, without the loss of aman. It is to 


be hoped that those among the prisoners who | 


have been personally concerned in the re- 


ent murders will be severely punished, and 
that the remainder will be confined where ; 


they can do no further mischief. They are 
the ugliest Indians with whom the Govern- 
ment has to deal, and now that Gen. Crook 
has them in his clutches they should be so 
disposed of that the people of Arizona tnd 
New Mexico may de in no further danger 
from them. : 
— 
THE IRISH LABORERS’ BILL. 

The full text of the Irish Laborers’ bill, 
which has passed through a second reading 
in the British House of Commons, bears. out 
the description of it given lu our dispatehes 
last week, and referred to in these columus. 
It is a most drastic measure, and, next go the 
Irish Land and Irish Arrears acts, is one of 
the most revolutionary measures seriously 
entertained by the British Legislature. 

It was introdueed by Mr. T. P. O'Connor, 
and drafted by that gentleman and Mr. Par- 
nell. It provides that on the representation 
pf twelve householders to the sanitary au- 
thorities of u district, which in Ireland con- 
sist of the Poor Law Boards, that a certain

THE “LEVEE” AND “OUTLET” SYSTEMS. 


A Mississippi River convention is to be 
held in Baton Rouge next Monday, at which 
it is expected that the various districts inter- 
ested in the improvement of the navigation 
of the Lower Mississippi and the protection 
of the adjoining lands from overflow will be 
fully represented. Capt. Cowden, the pro- 
jector of the outlet plan, desires a hearing at 
that convention, and, in order to get it, he 
has been making speeches throughout the 
river counties, which have evidently had the 
effect of convincing the people that his plan 
is worthy of consideration. His perfect fa- 
miliarity with the river and the necessities of 
the situation and his plain way of talking 
have led to the adoption of resolutions in sev- 
eral parishes of Louisiana, of which the fol- 
lowing from Tensas Parish is a sample: 


Resolved, That the thanks of this meeting be 
tendered to Cupt. Jonu Cowden for bis Able and 
interesting address and iliustrations of bis the- 
ory relating to the Mississippi River floods and 


autiets. | 
Be it further That the délerates who 


reaolved, 
may be appointed to represent this parish in the 
Levee Convention, to be held at Baton Rouge 
neXt month, be requested to urge upon the con- 
vention a full and careful consideration of the 
theories this day advanced by Capt. Cowden. 


Hesolved, 
Lake Borgne outlet would lower the flood line; 
and we further believe that it will do so by so 
confining the waters of the valley to and within 
the natural banks of the river; and, further, it 
will improve low-water navigation. . 


A favorit illustration used by Capt. Cow- 
den is this: “If you have a alstern into 
which the water flows through a two-inch 
pipe, and the only outlet to which is a oue- 
inch pipe, you. must make more outlets or 
sooner or later overflow.“ 
That isa very fair statement of the actual 
condition ‘of the Lower Mississippi River. 
The inflow of water at Cairo into the lower 
valley of the river is about 1,475,000 cubic 
feet per second, and the outflow at New Or- 
leans is only 1,100,000 cubic feet per second. 
To this must be added the rainfall of the 
southern watershed, which is said to be 
equal to 187,000 cubic feet per second, ma 
ing the inflow ia all 562,000 cubic feet per sec- 
ond more than the outflow. The excess of 
water in the 147 days which constitute the 
average high-water period amounts to a vol- 
ume of water over forty-seven miles, wide 
and nine feet deep, extending from Oairo to 
the Gulf. An overflow under these 
conditions is not surprisingg It is 
proposed under the levee system to 
dam up this excess of water on both sides 
by the construction of embankments which 
won't hold watef ata cost of | $50,000, - 
000 upwards. Capt. Cowden vole relief 
by digging a canal froin the ri Lake 
Borgne, which shall afford an Outlet tor 
400,000 cubic feet per second, and thereby in- 
crease the velocity of the outflow one-third, 
making the discharge of the river into the 
gult 300,000 cubic feet per second more than 
it is now. This arrangement will take care 
of 700,000 cubic feet of water per second, or 
nearly 150,000 feet per second more than the 
present exec of inflow over outflow, Capt. 
Cowden’s project bontemplates an expend- 
iture of $250,000. 

Upon this showing one would think the 
Baton Rouge Convention could not hesitate 
long between the outlet and the “levee ” 
systems. But there are other considerations 
which weigh. While Capt. Cowden’s plan 
cominends liself as the wore intelligent and 
seientific method of relief, it has the misfort- 
une to be too cheap. Whenever there are 
two competing propositions fora public im- 
provement, one of which looks to an ex- 
penditure of a quarter of a million dollars 
and the other to au expenditure of fifty or 
seventy-five millions, the latter is sure to re- 
ceive the preference from the pollticians, the 
contractors, the speculators, af every class 
interested in the ‘distribution of public 
moneys. These are the adverse influences 
which Capt. Cowden has encountered from 
the outset; and hence it wili not be surpris- 
ing if the Baton Rouge Convention will in- 
dorse the “levee” scheme in preference to 
the outlet“ scheme, because there is vastly 
more money in the former than In the latter.

AN INCIDENT AT, RIDEAU HALL. 
The reports of Queen Victoria’s mental 


malady are not the only reminders of George 


ILL, that are afforded by his suecessors in 
the Government of England. The Princess 
Louise ig four generations later than the 
royal gentleman who attempted with such 
ill suecess to compel’ the American colonies 
to drink their tea with a flavoring of British 
tax, but the Guelph blood, it would appear 
from the account of a “thrilling scene” 
which lately oecurred at Rideau Hail, has in 
that interval lost nothing of ite hatred of the 
Republic and nothing of its Bourbon-like 
regret of its failure to keep the United 


States in colonial subjection. 


The Iroquois Chiefs, it appears, had eome 
to Ridean Hall to complain of some en- 
croachments on their reservation at Caush- 
nawaga, near Montreal. When they ex- 
plained to the Princess and her consort that 
they were tlie descendants of the Iroquois 
who fought with the English against the 
Americans during our war for independence 
the Princess’ enthusiasm knew no bounds. 
All the restraints of royal etiquet were 
thrown aside, and she who receives great 
nobles with no warmer recognition than a 


| formal bow advanced and shook her dusky 


visitors warmly by the fand. They had 
fought against American independence, and 
that was enough to entitle them to her most 
enthusiastic thanks, expressed with a free- 
dom more womanly than royal. 

An incident like this reveals the real drift 
of anti-American feelings which all the efforts 
ot British diplomacy have been sedulously 
devoted to concealing ever since it became 


evident that the United States was about to 


emerge from the war for the Union really 
one and indivisibie, and more powerful than 
ever before. It shows a good deal more than 
this. It uncovers the total lack of sympathy 
felt by the reyal family in the liberalizing 
reforms which have been the recent land- 
marks of British history. Another well- 
known evidence of this is the unconcealed 
detestation of the Queen for Gladstone, in 
whom the Liberal reaches his highest type. 

If there is any part of the modern policy 
of Great Britain which the foremost politi- 
cians, journalists, and men of affairs of that 
country now see to have been in the highest 
degree unfortunate and unstatesmaulike it 
was the unconstitutional treatment of the 
American colonies by George III., and his 
attempt to compel them to submit to it by 
force. Edmund Burke and his associates 
said then, and the almost universal voice of 
the English people reaffirms it now, that the 
conquest of the Americans would be the con- 
quest of the domestic liberties of the English 
themselves. There would have been an end 
of constitutional government in Great Brit- 
ain if the King and his instrument, Lord 
North, had succeeded. The American revo- 
lution in the eighteenth century was the con- 
tinuation of the English revolution of the 
seventeenth century. The Americans struck 
the first blow for the Reform bill of 1882 and 
for tne reforms and limitations of privileges 
that have stéadily followed in a widening 
stream. 

The enlistment of the ferocity of the sav-

THE NEW COAL COMBINATION. 

Warm summer weather is a judicious time 
for the announcement which comes over the 
wires that a new Coal combination has been 
formed to control the production and price 
of anthracite coal. A single company, the 
Reading, has now obtained possession of a 
fraction over forty-four-oneshundredths, or 
nearly half, the anthracite territory of the 
United States, and it is to be joined by all 
the other leading coal carriers and miners. 
Combinations have been forming and reform- 
ing in the coal business ever since the begin- 
ning of the War, whien marks the cone 
mencement of the new industrlal era of this 
country. They have been steadily growing 
more powerful. This latest pool appears to 
have more elements of stability than any 
that have preceded it. 

In his very able work on the railroad prob- 
lem, Charies Francis Adams Jr. some time 
ago predicted that tne railroad pools in 
course of daily formation would, no matter 
how many disastrous fajiures their attempts 
to substitute combination for competition 
might eneounter, finaliy issue in the perfect 
pool which would put all the railroads of the 
United States under one control if not one 


ownership. This prophecy is being rapidly 


worked out in the coal-transportation branch 
of the railroad problem. There it has a nat- 
ural monopoly established in the mountains 
of Peunsyivania to allute the greed of the 
poolers and to assist them in carrying out 
their plans. 

The eoal pool, which proposes to take out 
of the ground only such an amount of coal 
as if thinks will keep its market in a 
healthy“ condition, and to charge for it 


just such a price as it needs to enable it to 


pay its interest and dividends, now repre- 
sents about $700,000,000. What that means is

THE MARQUIS DE RAYS. 


, WIS PARADISE IN 
PAnts, March 12.—The tria today ot 
the Marquis de Kays and seventeen others 
charged with manslaughter, fraud, and in- 


igration laws. 

Un July, 1877, the Marquis advertised land for 
eale on the Island of Port Breton, Oceanica, and 
inaugurated a scheme for emigration. Legiti- 
mist papers interested themselves in the enter- 
prise, and 5,000,000 francs were subscribed. Of 
this sum the Marquis pocketed 2,000,000 francs. 
It is stated that 100,000 hectares of land were soid, 
although the island only containg 7,000 hectares. 
The Marquis had maps of the land published 
in which were indicated imaginary houses, 
churches, and roads. He also instituted militia 
and gendarmerie forces aud the necessary civil 
officers. Finally he dispatched to the island four 
old sailing ships with a number of emigrants, a 
majority of whom perished under the most mis- 
erable circumstances. On one vessel thirty 
emigrants died durmg the passage. Two hun- 
dred and fifty more died from hunger and dis- 
ease after after reaching Port Breton, and five 
others were captured apd eaten by the natives 
of the island.

course ot which the lrish question was con- 
sidered from every possible Catnoli¢ point of 
view, Inanswer to categorical -questions, 
which I need not quote, the Cardinal, who 
had first obtained the approval of the Pope 
for doing so, made the following frank, full, 
and important statement: 

To begin with, the letter to the Irish 
Bishops had no political aim or purpose. Into 
political questions the Holy Father has him- 
self said, and the Osservatore Romano has 
since repeated, he cannot and does not enter. 
The letter was disciplinary, and written ia 
the interests of morality and discipline only. 
It could matter nothing, or very little, to the 
Holy Father whether Mr. Parnell received a 
testimonial of 10,000, or 100,000, or 1,000,- 
000 lire. Mr. «Parnell was person- 
ally not iu the mind of the 
Holy Father or the Propaganda when the let- 
ter was issued; but behind Mr. Parnell and 
sheltered under the prestige of his name are 
many agitators, Irish and American, whose 
conduct is immoral and revolutionary, tend- 
ing to. create dissension between nations and 
a breach between the priests and the people. 
This very morning the Holy Father said to 
me: The Irish have always been led by 
the priests, and it is to be hoped that the 
priests and the people will aiways be united 
in Ireland.’ a a 

Moreover,“ continued the Cardinal, the 
Holy Father said to me,and appeared gratified 
by the fact, ‘ The agitation in Ireland is sure- 
ly subsiding. ‘The letter of the propaganda 
is being implicitly obeyed, both by the Bishops 
and the people. 1 should willingly see a 
cessation of angry discussion with all who 
suffer as the Irish suffer.“ The Holy Father 
warmly expressed his best wishes for Ire- 
land, and said to me: ‘I feel now, and shall 
ever continue to feel, the deepest sym- 
pathy with the Irish people, and 
especially with the Irish tenants, 
and so long as the Irish or any nationality 
take moral means, such as the law permits, 
of advancing their patriotic cause, I should 


never for a moment think it necessary to in- 


terfere.’ ”’ 

The Cardinal ‘continued: “The Propa- 
ganda’s letter was not even intended as a 
rebuke or reproach to the Bishops. It was 
simply issued as a fatherly warning, shew- 
ing them into what pitfalls they 
might be led by some, who, un- 
der cover of a testimonial subscription, 
seemed to be fostering possibly murder, but 
eertainly unlawfal agitation, and interfering 
with individual liberty. Yes, interfering 
with liperty, for, as I lately remarked in con- 
versation with Archbishop Croke, whom we 
have not rebuked in the letter of the 
Propaganda any more than the rest. of the 
Bishops— You said, Monsignore, in a recent 
address something to this effect: “Give to

acting in this way undue pressure is brought 
to bear upon individuals.’

“The discussion created by the letter of 
the Propaganda,“ continued the Cardinal, 
“did not forbid agitation at public meetings, 
nor forbid the priests from attending and 
voting at meetings so long as they made no 
violent speeches, but used their influence to 
calm the angry passions which rage at such 
gatherings. They are not forbidden by the 
Propaganda, nor does the Holy Father forbid 
them, to attend meetings, The guestion is 
far broader, higher, and simpler than has 
been stated. With persons and politics the 
Holy Father has nothing to do. But it was 
his duty to show the way of true morality to 
those who were in danger of forsaking it. 
The letter of the Propaganda applies to all 
Catholies irrespective of nationality. It may 
b@studied by Americans, Australians, and 
Irish with equal profit. 

„I may add, the Holy Father said to me: 
‘Tn the matter of the letter of the Propa- 
ganda it would be well to make it clear to all 
Catholics that the Holy See neither has acted 
nor will act under the pressure of any for- 
eign Government whatever.’ ”

SPRINGFIELD, III., June 12%.—[Special.]— 
The following tables are compiled from the 
latest returns recived at the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, and represent each lo- 
cality in the State. The condition of corn is 
far from flattering, while the acreageis much 
below expectations, considering the partial 
failureof winter wheat in the central and 
southern portions of the State. ‘There is con- 
siderable complaint concerning the inferior 
quality of seed corn, and much of the seed 
purchased outside of the State was no better 
than that grown at home. The cold, wet’ 
season has had much to do with the poor 
stand of corn, as good seed under such unfa- 
vorable conditions would not have germi- 
nated well. There has been an unusual 
amount of replanting,and a conszderable area 
will be planted in corn in June in sections of 
the State where the heavy coutinued rains 
have delayed planting. 

NORTHERN DIVISION, | 

In the northern counties the corn area is 
not quite as large as last n, and the con- 
dition June 1 promised about three-fourths 
of an average yield per acre.

Continuation of the Hearing of the 
Dry- Goods Interests by the New Kork 
Commissioners. 

New Tonk. June 12.—The State Railroad Com- 
missioners continued in session today. Charies 
S. Smith presented, on behalt of the dry-goods 
trade, their views with regard to the proper 
classification iu the Western tariff of domestic 
cotton and other low-grade fabrics. The report 
showed that several changes in the classificadon 
of these goods were recommended, principally 
in the case of domestics, piece goods of on. 
Schedules were annexed tothe report sho 
that the consumption of cotton inthe United 
States increased from 781.725 bales in 1865 to 
1,064,585 bales in the last tiscal year, while the 
exports of manufactured goods had increased 
from 1,180,786 yards to 144,520,074 yards during the 
same time. The present classification of dry goods 
had been in existence since 1865, and K was 
claimed that the lowering of the classificaton 
was demanded by the increase of business. The 
only railroad represented was the New York 
Central & Hudson River, Mr. Depew and Vice- 
President Hayden being preseat. They opposed 
the reduction demanded, on ground that 
cotton goods were not competitive and aresim- 
ply used for the purpose of attracting trade to 
warehouses of the Western middle- men. There 
is no profiton them now, and any reduction 
would simply allow Western dealers to sell at a 
lower price.

Mr. Woodhouse, af the Vry-Goods Committee, 
argued that cheap cotton fabrics should be 
placed on the same basis as grain.

OLEOMARGARINE. 


A Decision at MKatsas City Generally 
Adverse to Patent Butter, 

Kaxsas Crty, Mo., June 12.—[Special.}—In the 
United States Cireuit Court today Justice Miller 
delivered an opinion in an oleomargarine case 
argued two weeks ago. The decision generally 
is adverse to the oleomargarine company, The 
case, briefly, is as follows: John Brosnahan Jr., 
agent of the Southern Dairy Company of Louis- 
vilie, Ky., was arrested for selling oleomar- 
garine, which is a misdemeangr under 
the Missouri statute. The case was 
brought before the United States Cirouit 
Court under a habeas corpus. In the opinion 
the court holds that its jurisdiction is only in 
the case of violation of the Constitution or the 
law of Congress. and does not cover the presant 
case; that it is a case for the State courts, and 
the prisoner is therefore remanded. Petitioner 
argued that the statute was illegal because it 
prohibited the manufacture and sale of an ar- 
ticle which is patented under the United States 
laws; that it interfered with . Inter-State 
commeree, and nullified the value of certain 
legitimate property. The court maintains that 
the richt under the pateat laws is simply pro- 
tective as against competitors; Mat it sequres 
to the inventor only the monopoly of his inven- 
tion; therefore the statute in question is not 
antagonistic; seeond, it ia net a restricuon of 
the commerce between States. but con- 
cerns only traffie within this State; third, it 
does not destroy the value of property, but sim- 
ply punishes the offender under the statute. 
Lhe court acknowledges the petitioner's proof 
of the whulesomencas of cleomargarine, but the 
case can be considered only upon the question 
ot jurisdiction. Regurding petitioner's position. 
that the statute ts contrary to the principles of 
the Constitutibn of Missouri, in prohibiting 
traffic in a wholesome and useful article, the 
court says that this position appears to be sound. 
but, Uke the previous question, cannot be con- 
sidered in this case.

The Continental Underground Cable Company 
of Camden, N. J., with Charles D Freeman as 
President, will, in a short time, dome before the 
Council for an ordinance to operate in this city.

AN “ASSISTED” IMMIGRANT 
HE TELLS HARROWING TALES OF EVICTION, 
AND WANTS TO BE ASSISTED SOME MORE. 

The County Agent was considerabiy agitated 
yesterday by the troubles of an irish family of 
alleged paupers recently landed in this country, 
who had applied to him for a trifling favor in 
the shape of pass for the family to Leadville, 
Colo., the cost of which would be only about 
$300. The family consisted of man and wife and 
eight children, the children’s ages being 3, 6, 8. 
9, 12, 14. . and 16 respectively.. The man’s 
story, as he told it toa TRIBUNE reporter, was 
as follows: N 

»My name is James Gasnien. I held a farm 
yof fourteen acres at Cioorughill, County Sligo, 
in the West of Ireland. My peeple had lived ou 
ibis farm to the seventh geueranon., 
half otf the farm was wakte until I re- 
+ claimed it about thirty years ago I 
was paying £3 1d ‘rent, and it was raised to 
£5 7s. I was three years in arreare last Christ- 
mas, when I was evicted. I bad then #10 108 in 
cash. lLilved with my frieaus for a while, and 
then the Local Board offered to send me and 
the family to America. ey paid our passage 
and gave me £9 when [ got to New York. Ib 
the £10 108 besiaes, and Mr. Jackson, the Castle- 
Garden Superintendent, sent his clerk with me 
to show me where to buy the tickets. They 
took all my money and gave me tickets to Chi- 
cago. [have no money. We want to go to 
Leadville, where I have three nepbews working 
at the mines.“ 

What time did you begin to fall back in your 
rent?” asked the reporter. 

About 78.“ 

“Then you paid no reat for three years—low 
was that?” 

Sure, the Land Lague tould me to not.“ 

Did the league give you any money when 
you were evicted? 

“Divila peony. They keep it in Paris. They 
tell us, yez have quit seadin’ from America. I 
belonged tothe lazue. ine lague was the worst 
thine ever bappened the country.“ 

“Why dida't you go into the Land Courts?’ 

“I was too much in debt.“ 

Aud open land was really very cheap? Worth 
about £1 an acre, wasn’t it?” 

“ Paix, it was chape enough. But the Eagtiish 
turned agin us, and when we went over there to 
harvest as we do every season we could earn 
next to nothing.

question being as to its quality. He had called 
first on Mr. Onahan, who had given him $6, an 
offer of work on the streets, and a recommenda- 
tion to the County Agent for temporary assist- 
ance, but when be got to the County Agent's of- 
fice he said Mr. Onaban had refused to listen to 
him. Mr. Duffy and others in the olfice then 
made * 85 8 it to him for a 
night's lodging. yesterday moroing 
he fad a story of i Uli-treatment and 
robbery by the lodging-house keeper, which was 
also found to Have little foundadon.

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Late Legal Decisions. 

The following is an abstract of some of the 
more important legal decisions recently ren- 
dered in Federal and State courts: 

RECOVERY FOR DEATH ON SHIPBOARD. 

In a collision in Nantucket Sound between a 
schooner and a steamship several of the crew of 
the schooner lost their lives. In a suit for dam- 

for the ovilision it was decided that the 
steamship was invfault, and the widow and 
daughter of one of the dead sailors libeled her 
for damages for his death. In this suit, the 
Harrisburg, brought in the United States Dis- 
trict Court for the Eastern District of Penusyi- 
vania, five years after the eoliision, the 
respondent defended on the ground that 
the libel was barred by the limitations in the 
statutes of both Massachusetts and Penney!i- 
vania, upon which rested the right to recover 
at all for “amages upon the death of the per- 
son injured, as any action was limited therein 
to be brought within one year from the injuries 
causing death. The libellants nad a decree, and 
an appeal was taken to the Circuit Court, when 
the decree was affirmed. Judges McKennar and 
Butler, in the opinion, said: In the Admiraity 
Courts of the United States the death of a hu- 
man being upon the high seas, or waters pavi- 
gabie from the sea, caused by negligence, may 
be complained of as ao injury and the wrong 
redr under the general maritime law. 
The right of the libellants does not depend upon 
the statute law of either Massachusetts or 
Peansyivania, and the limitation therein does

is net bound thereby, and in this case will not 
follow the period of limitation therein provided 
and prescribed.”
